‘Steps to Christ 
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Frightful Drink Toll 


For any individual, the best solu- 
tion to the drink problem is to leave 
the stuff strictly alone. One hundred 
per cent abstinence is the best cure 
for any of the multitude of drinking 
ills, 

Potentially, one of every ten per- 
sons is an alcoholic. Sin, disease, 
violence and death are the product of 
excessive alcoholism. Like those un- 
fortunates who trade respect and 
health for a few giddy hours of exhil- 
eration produced by drugs, the merely 
social drinker stands on the brink of 
an awful precipice every time he raises 
the glass to his lips. 

The warden of San Quentin prison, 
writing in the Saturday Evening Post, 
states that 74 per cent of prisoners 
there were assisted in crime, convic- 
tion and incarceration by drink. Think 


of that! Three out of four crimes in- 
duced by liquor excesses! 

Here in Alberta we see daily writ- 
ten the grim figures in accidents, 
crime and death. Ever see a prosper- 
ous farmer who spends all day in the 
beer parlor? Ever hear of a man who 
lost his job because he never g6t 
drunk? What highway accident hap- 
pened because the drivers weren’t 
drunk enough? 

The government wallows in cash 
wealth produced by oil and liquor. 
But the liquor traffic’s contribution to 
net revenues is an optical illusion, If 
the government would. properly 
charge against liquor revenues the 
price paid in broken lives, crime, 
costly highway and other accidents, 
and the high tolls paid for what pro- 
tection we do get against these evils, 
it would be seen that liquor revenue 
can never keep pace with the losses. 


The Price of Price Control 


The Canadian farmer has a prob- 
lem that requires some pretty good 
thinking. He has the choice of asking 
the government to delve more and 
more into price control or to get out 
of it. There is no middle ground. Once 
government starts to control private 
business, it either goes deeper into it, 
or a change in party or policy forces 
an immediate turn-about-face. 

With floor prices now for some 
farm products, and a free market for 
others, it is a cinch that no politician 
or bureaucrat is going to leave well 
enough alone. As the need arises, 
more farm prices will be protected 
with arbitrary “floors,” until the 
whole farm economy will be one big 
government bureaucracy. 

Right now, with limited control of 
some farm products. the government 
is buying up surplus production and 
storing it at government expense. 
Without actually controlling produc- 
tion, the only.alternative would be 


disastrously fallen prices, with the 
small surplus further depressing mar- 
kets. 

Anyone who thinks that any gov- 
ernment is going to keep on buying 
farm surpluses that have no market, 
just to maintain prices, had better 
start in thinking again. The price 
farmers will pay for price control will 
be production control, in event of any 


bumper harvest or economic recession. ' 


Of course, that will be better than 
destroying our farm economy. Manu- 
facturers of, let us say, tractors and 
combines don’t produce more than 


‘they can reasonably expect to sell. 


But they are able to put self-controls 
on production, thus safeguarding their 
markets and prices. 

By means of compulsory crop con- 
trol, any government faced with the 
necessity of providing floor prices to 
farm products can also limit produc- 


tion and safeguard farm markets and 
prices. 
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Flood Time

BRANDON—Some of us aren't too old— 
or too young — to remember a taunting 
phrase of thanksgiving expressed when a 
boy in khaki went by, ‘Thank God we've 
got a Navy.” Between the two Great 
Wars we were prone to think the Navy— 
what there was of it—was plenty good 
enough for defense, and as for offense, 
we weren’t having any, and the lads who 
trained in the Reserve Army were wast- 
ing our money and their 
time. 

Since World War II 
we've grown up, with a 
mature attitude towards 
the problem of National 
Defense. Though our 
principal salvation in an- 
other global conflict is 
the U.S. Army and Brit- 
ish and U.S. Navies, we 
: still have to assist those 

T. W. PUE outside forces in protect- 
ing us. In any future war Canada will 
find her geographical position more vulner- 
able than insular. But keeping an army 
in peacetime just in event of war which 
may never come, is expensive. Keeping 
the Army busily useful now is good busi- 
ness as well as good defense. 

In the struggle against the dirty 
waters of the Red River, citizens of 
Winnipeg, St. Boniface, Morris and other 
southern Manitoba communities along the 
banks of the Red River have reason to 
say: “Thank God we’ve got an Army.” 
Sure, the Navy is doing its bit—and the 


Air Force too. We. should in truth, be * 


thankful that we didn’t throw our three 
defense forces on the scrap heap in Aug- 
ust, 1945. The three services stand guard 
for Canada, in peace as well as in war. 

The boys who are throwtng up sand- 
bags now against flood would, in an 
earlier generation be laying them top- 
side of a parapet against fire and shell. 
Those same soldiers are learning the 
principles of discipline and devotion to 
duty which may, in a few years, call for 
the ‘erection of some, as yet un-named 
defense against Atomic bombs. 

Needed: More Army Training. 

The young men leaving our schools 
today need the training the Army can 
give ‘them. I would like to see every 
physically fit young Canadian get from 
one to three years Army training between 
the ages of 18 and 21 years. Trainees 
would receive instruction in scholastic 
subjects required to complete their edu- 
cation and instruction in practical sub- 
jects, designed to fit them for the 
practical, work-a-day world. Their know- 
ledge and appreciation of our country 
would be widened by moving them about 
from one part of Canada to the other. 
Newfoundlanders and Quebecers would 
learn about westerners while training’ in 
Alberta, and Prairie dwellers would en- 
train for Eastern Provinces. 

More emphasis on Army, Air. Force 
and Navy training would make for a 
better nation in peace or war.

Liquor Laws Condemned As — 
Police Ignore Enforcement 


By RAYMOND ARGYLE 
Major laws of the province of Alberta—those concerning 
the use of liquor—are not being upheld by officials charged 
with their enforcement. They are not being upheld partially 
because enforcement is practically impossible, and partially be- 
cause those responsible are lax in their duty. 


This, in brief, is the finding of 
an extensive inquiry conducted 
by this newspaper into the alarm- 
ing status of Alberta’s liquor 
laws. 

So-called governm®t control 
of liquor consumption in _ this 
province is nothing more than a 
farce, despite the contention by 
law enforcement agencies that 
they have everything well in 
hand. 

In every city and town through- 
out the province, the regulations 
et the Alberta Government Liq- 
uor Control Act are being contin- 
ually breached. They are breach- 
ed by many hotel proprietors, the 
consuming public, and éven by 
so-called responsible public offi- 
cials. 

The provincial liquor code, 
among its. stipulations, decrees 
that the sale of beer in public 
beverage rooms shall be limited in 
the amount of beer served to pat- 
rons at any one time. 


Yet in practically every beer 


parlor throughout the province, — 


the most cursory inspection re- 

veals that most hotel men are 

not abiding by this rule. 

Oné of the most common sights 
throughout Albert’s beverage 
rooms is a table loaded with glass- 
es of beer—in number far be- 
yond their legal quantity—and 
druken patrons whose condition 
has been induced by such illegal 
sales. ; 

Another common sight is the 


. consumption of liquor in beer 


parlors—with many patrons not 
even bothering to conceal their 
bottles from the view of other 
customers or the proprietor. 

More alarming even than this 
is the widespread bootlegging 
throughout Alberta—often under 
circumstances which would indi- 
cate that certain people are being 
‘paid off’ to close their eyes to 
this practice. 

Canada’s Criminal Code rules 
that Indians shall not be served 
beer in any hotel—yet it is not 
uncommon to see people who are 
obviously of Indian blood con- 
suming beer in licensed premises.

Alberta Hospitals 


Receive New Grants 


OTTAWA. — Federal grants 
totalling more than $155,800 have 
been approved to aid four Al- 
berta hospitals to increase their 
accommodation, the Health De- 
partment announced. 

They are the Provincial Men- 
tal Hospital, Ponoka; the Provin- 
cia} Training School, Red Deer; 
the Provincial Mental Institute, 
Oliver; and the Bentley Munici- 
pal Hospital. 

A grant of more than $25,800 
has been made to the Ponoka hos- 
pital towards a 90-bed addition 
recently completed, and close to 
$100,000 has been earmarked for 
three new dormitories at the Red 
Deer training school. The Oliver 
hospital will receive a $28,750 
grant for a new 90-bed women’s 
dormitory -and $10,800 has been 
allotted to the Bentley hospital.

Company Says Power 


Is Cheaper In Alberta 


Canadian Utilities has issued the 
following release on the rural 
power situation: 

In a recent issue of the People’s 
Weekly, an article appeared tak- 
ing the provincial government to 
task for a publicity release which 
showed that the costs of electric 
light and power to farmers in Al- 
berta were lower than in Saskat- 
chewan. In this release, it had 
been stated that the comparison 
was made with Saskatchewan for 
the reason that conditions found 
there most closely paralelled those 
of Alberta, in its state of develop- 
ment, and its agricultural back- 
ground where a similar sparcity 
of population is present. 


Commenting on the soundness of 
this comparison the article referred 
to has this to say: 

“It,” the government, “makes the 
amazing claim that the compari- 
son should be made with Saskat- 
chewan rather than Manitoba, be- 
cause conditions are more nearly 
alike in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
This is the veriest, misleading 
tommyrot.” 

Futher in the article it is said 
that ‘‘to compare power conditions 
in Saskatchewan with Alberta is 
absurd” and at a still later point 
the use cf these comparisons are 
referred to as ‘dishonest argu- 
ments,” 

The only proof that is offered im 
support of these devastating critic. 
isms, offered for public acceptance, 
is found in two statements which 
can only be the product of a fer- 
tile imagination, there being no 
factual cata to support them. These 
as they are found in the article 
are: “Until 1945, there was no 
power system of any kind in Sas- 
katchewan,” and “There were only 


scattered local unconnected steam 
power plants.” 

The Seskatchewan Power Com- 
mission has issued annual reports 
for many years. These are public 
documents, widely circulated and 
available to anyone seeking authen- 
tic information. 


From these sources it is found 
that the commission was establish- 
ed by law in 1929, By the end of 
1932, it cwned 1,321 miles of trans- 
mission line and distribution sys- 
tems in 120 towns and villages. In 
1944, these had increased to 1,626 
miles and 146 urban municipalities 
and most of these were being serv- 
ed from central power stations. 

All of which shows beyond doubt 
that long before 1945, the year 
when it was claimed that power 
development. had its start in Sas- 
katchewan, the power commission 
there owned and were operating an 
integrated, power system. That 
being so this comparison to which 
expressed is still a proper one, 
such violent opposition has been 
showing as it does that the cverall 
cost of rural electrification in Al- 
berta is lower than those that 
obtain in Saskatchewan.

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EUROPE IN TURMOIL

Europe’s Refugees Fought Two 
Evils In Bloodiest War of All 


By GEORGE MURRAY 
BERLIN. — When Hitler attacked Russia in June 1941, 
the Soviets retreated too rapidly to cover up all traces of their 


guilt. 


Unable to evacuate the inmates of all prisons and con- 


centration, camps, they executed them in nearby forests and 


interred them in mass graves. 


They did not kill the pris- 
oners outright but first  tor- 
tured them. They cut strips 


out of their backs, tore out their 
tongues, gouged out their eyes, cut 
off their ears and noses, Photo- 
graphs of mutilated bodies with 
the findings of the doctors who 
examined them give proof of an 
insane beastiality which is impos- 
sible to describe. It surpasses any- 
thing ‘that the Dark Ages produc- 
ed, and this was done to Baltic pa- 
triots in their own country by a for- 
eign invader. 

Small wonder, therefore, that the 
Germans were treated as liberators 
at first. Some Balts who perhaps 
found a “wife in the mass graves, 
could not settle down to a normal 
life, but joined the Genuans with 
one thought in mind, revenge—as 
long as they could draw breath. 
Understandable as this is however, 
these persons in Germany are not 
now DP’s, as under the eligibility 
clause, a person who voluntarily 
assisted the enemy aginst the 


United Nations is not granted DP 
status. is 
The German occupation : lasted 
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until 1944 and it was soon learned 
that one form of totalitarianism 
does not differ very much from 
another, and that their “liberators” 
were not German peoples but the 
Nazis, indoctrinated with race 


enemy, communism. They did not 
doubt for a moment that their 
course was just. They knew that 
the U.S.A, and Britain had never 
recognized the annexation of the 
Baltic countries by the Soviet 
Union, and they were familiar with 
the contents of the Atlantic Char. 
ter which promised justice to small 
nations. They believed that the 
Baltic states would escape a second 
Soviet occupation if they managed 
to hold batk the Russians until the 


ceeded UNRRA. The PCIRO was 
in turn succeeded by IRO after 15 
member nations and a firm sub- 
scription of 75 per cent of the oper- 
ational budget had been found. It 
was not until August 1948 ‘that 
these requirements had been ful- 
filled and IRO was firmly esfab- 
lished, with its headquarters in 
Geneva and branch offices in Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy and many 
other parts of the world where DPs 
are likely to resettle 


Caught between Communism and Fascism, Europe’s common peo- 
ple. knew not where to turn when disaster struck the Old World. 


theories which automatically classi- 
fied their Baltic victims as mem- 
bers of “inferior races” and whose 
policy was the colonization of the 
Baltic states as vassal states of 


Germany. Resistance movements 
rapidly grew up, especially against 
the recruitment for compulsory 
labor. At first the Germans called 
for volunteers, the call being gar- 
nished with inducements of every 
kind, but there were few simple 
enough to put themselves forward. 
Then a labor mobilization was pro- 
claimed, When that also was of 
no avail the Baltic police were or- 
dered to hunt down the youth of 
the land, but these orders leaked 


out so that the people in the areas . 


in which the man-hunts were to 
take place were “not available” at 
the scheduled time, The Gestapo 
then organized its own press-gangs 
which surrounded cinemas, thea- 
tres schools and even churches. 
Men, women and children were 
dragged off to Germany as slave 
laborers with no opportunity of 
taking leave of their families, and 
these were the slave laborers re. 
leased in 1945 to become DP’s. 
Even in Germany, resistance went 
on and they escaped from their 
places of work at the first oppor- 
tunity. It cannot be said that the 
Baltic peoples, with very few ex- 
ceptions, collaborated with the Ger- 
mans or werked of their own free 
will in German war industries. 
Mobilization, too, was a similar 
failure. It was not until the Red 
army was again on the borders of 
the Baltic states that volunteers 
came forward, and then only to 
take up arms against their direst 
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armistice between the Allies and 
Germany was signed. They could 
not possibly know that their coun- 
tries had already been sacrificed to 
Russia at the Allied conferences 
and consequently they fought with 
great bravery and resolution. 
Abandoned by the Allies, all was 
in vain, and those who could fled 
to Germany and Sweden. In Ger- 
many they too. are denied DP 
status, only those who were forc- 
ibly conscripted into the German 
forces being granted this privilege: 


All other Baltic people who could 
fled before the soviet terror, their 
only hope now being in a push to 
the west where they hoped to con- 
tact the western Allies. 

Thus, ‘with the slave laborers, 
they were liberated and classified 
as DP’s, and will, in no circum, 
stances, return behind the iron cur- 
tain. 


The story of the Ukrainians is 
similar, Having suffered bolshe- 
vist doctrines for 20 years, the 
German occuaption gave them the 
opportunity to escape, that and 
their forcible deportation by the 
Germans, They, too, will not re- 
turn. 


The Yugoslavs are mostly royal. 
ists and no lovers of the particular 
brand of communism favored by 
Tito. Repatriation for them is also 
out. 

The remainder of the DP popula- 
tion is made up of Poles who came 
largely from that part of Poland 
which was occupied by the soviets 
from 1939 to 1941 and slave labor- 
ers from all parts of Poland; by 
Hungarians, Czechs, Roumanians, 
Bulgarians and many stateless peo- 
ple from eastern Europe. None will 
return as long as the Russians con- 
tinue to wall in their countries 
against the progressive west. 

What could be done to assist the 
1,500,000, displaced persons who 
refuse to go back beyond the iron 
curtain? 

They could not be returned forc- 
ibly against their will, and it was 
soon realized that the only solution 
to the problem lay in resettlement, 
that is, migration to other coun- 
ries where in the fulness of time 
they could become naturalized iti. 
zens of such countries as the Unit- 
ed States, Canada, Great Britain, 
Australia, Western European coun- 

ries, and in the case of the Jews. 
Israel. These countries uid not 
wake up to the fact all atonce, and 
in the meantime the DPs still had 
to be supported. 

To carry out this task, the Dis- 
placed Person Division of the Con- 
trol Commission had taken over 
from the army in the British zones 
of Germany-Austria in 1946, and 
in July 1947 the Preparatory Com- 
mission of the International Refu- 
gee Organization (PCIRO) suc. 


It was in 1947 that resettlement 
really began to get under way as by 
that time at least seven-eights of 
the DPs who were found in Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy after the 
close of hostilities had returned 
home, and it was clear that no fur- 
ther large-scale repatriation move- 
ments could be expected. However, 
repatriation remained the top pri- 
ority job of IRO, and although no 
DP was forced to return to his 
homeland, information about his 
country of origin furnished by the 
government of those countries was 
passed on to him to encourage him 
to reach an independent decision, 
TRO was willing and able to pro- 
vide repatriation services and 
country of origin furnished by the 
to return home. It still is. 


The conscience of the United 
States was also being pricked into 
activity, A good many citizens 
who hailed from Eastern Europe 
were asking “What about our kin- 
folk in the DP camps in Germany? 
What are we doing to help?” And 
in July 1947 President Truman sent 
a message to Congress to the effect 
that the strength of the U.S.A. was 
vested in various nationalities from 
many lands, that there was poom 
for more, and hat the fate of 
Europe’s homeless lay very largely 
in his country’s hands. All this 
led to a target being set for the 


immigration of 205,000 persons be. . 


fore June 30, 1950, and by July 
1949 almost 69,000 had actually 
been resettled. 

Israel was keen to take the Jews 
and by the middle of 1949 almost 
122,000 were installed in the new 
Jewish homeland, 


France, Belgium, Argentina, Bra- 
zil, Venezuela, New Zealand and 
Norway all played their part, but 
it was to the large open spaces of 
the world towards which every eye 
was turned, 

Canada and Australia did not 
fail. Their selection missions were 
soon functioning in Germany and 
and German (German is the “esper.

England Complains Of 
Easy Morals, Nudity 


LONDON.—tThe Public Morality Council has accused the 
royal “Master of the Revels” of encouraging nudity on the 
Britishystage by approving performances in which unclothed 
girls are allowed to display their charms behind the footlights, 
provided they do not move during the performance. 


Object of the outraged finger- 
pointing is George Herbert Hyde 
Villiers ,74, sixth Earl of Claren- 
don, who—as Lord Chamberlain 
of King George’s household — is 
responsible for licensing and 
censoring all stage shows here. 
His job dates back 400 years. 

The Earl’s toleration “gives 
rise to a great deal of undesir- 
able emphasis on the exhibition of 
nudity as such and has led to the 
importation of continental revues 
specializing in this kind of alleged 
entertainment,” said the Public 
Morality Council in its annual re- 
port. 

“Moreover what is permited by 
the Lord Chamberlain usually 
finds its way into all parts of the 
country. Hence the prevalence of 
the vogue for nudity in various 
entertainments.” 

Asked to specify the shows to 
which the Council abjected, a 
spokesman said: ‘‘That’s exactly 
what we don’t want to do. You 
know what would happen—there 
would be long queues at the the- 
atres where these shows were be- 
ing staged.” 

The report claims that Britain is 
leading the fight against prostitu- 
tion, but admits that the problem 
remains a serious one in London. 
“The problem of prostitution can 
not be effectively dealt with,” the 
Council insists, “unless action is 
directed against the client as well 
as the woman. If there were no 
customers there would be no pros- 
stitutes, and to seek the punish 
the prostitute whilst the man is 
uncondemned is the negation of 
justice,” 
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Employment 
Said on Increase 


Recent weeks has shown a rapid 
movement in the 
situation as large scale spring 
hiring in construction, agricul- 
ture and transportation got under 
way. 

This improvement is_ reflected 
in a sharp decline in the number 
of persons seeking work through 
the National Employment  Ser- 
vice. 

During the two-week period 
ending May 4, the number of regis- 
tered jobless was 387,600, a decline 
of 36.000. The May 4 figure was 
47,100 below the April 6 peak of 
434,700. 

With the improvement in the 
employment situation now under 
way in almost all sections of the 
country, there will be, in the com- 
ing weeks, a continuing rapid 
fall-off in the number of persons 
registered for work at employ- 
ment offices.

In the lakehead area, the log- 
ging industry was. slack, pending 
the snring log drive, but the open- 
ing of navigation provided em- 
ployment for many of those who 
had been out. of work during the 
winter. 
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NRC Worried By — 
Writers on Science 


Canada’s National Research Council reports that it finds 


it “disturbing” and surprising to see what Canadian journalists 
write about science—and what they don’t write. 


The actual fact is that there 
are “very few”’ well-informed sci- 
entific journalists in Canada be- 
cause they are a “luxury few 
newspapers can afford.” 

The whole problem of getting 
over the NRC’s story to the public 
was one that “gives us a great deal 
of concern,” council said in general 
reply to statements by Howard 
Green (PC - Vancouver - Quadra) 
that the council’s story isn’t being 
well told. 

A central problem was the fact 
that Canada had few informed sci- 
entific journalists and it was use- 
less to try to train a scientist to 
be a journalist because they sim- 
ply didn’t think that way. 


Manufacturer Says 
Pacts Are Futile 
With Aggressors 


TORONTO — M. A. East, Sas- 
katoon, Sask., in his presidential 
address at the opening day lun- 
cheon of the three-day annual 
meeting of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association, told Canada’s 
industrialists that this country, 
along with other democratic na- 
tions, is convinced that it is futile 
to negotiate with aggressors on a 
foundation of unpreparedness and 
vacillation. 

“Efforts to maintain peace and 
promote recovery have been beset 
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with difficulties and delays and the 
international machinery which was 
established has not fulfilled expec. 
tations. As a result, rumors of a 
third world war are casting their 
shadows. 

Discussing the high peak of the 
cost-of-living Index, the speaker 
warned that it is inevitable that 
current strikes and threats of 
future strikes, with resulting in- 
crease of wages and benefits and 
more reduction in working hours, 
must force prices to still higher 
levels in the United States and 
Canada.

Many men, under the impdes- 
sion that cancer is primarily a Wo- 
man’s disease, fail to check with a 
doctor when they discover symp- 
toms that might be associated with 
eancer. Cancer of the stomach is 
twice as common in males as in 
females; 80 to 90 per cent of all 
cases of cancer of the mouth occur 
in males and most cancers of the 
lip and rectum are found in men. 
It may be a dangerous mistakes 
for men to ignore cancer symp- 
toms. 


NUMBER ONE KILLER 


Canada’s number one killer— 
heart disease—causes nearly one 
out of every five deaths in this 
country. Doctors say that many 
sufferers from heart diseases can 
live to normal life span if they

26,000,000 Acres 
Planned for Spring Wheat 


The Dominion bureau of statistics estimates that Canadian 
farmers will plant 26,342,400 acres to spring wheat this year. 
This is a decline of 393,300 from the 26,735,700 acres seeded to 


spring wheat in 1949. 

Acreage for all wheat in Canada 
this year is placed at 27,202,400 
compared with 27,540,700 in 1949. 

It is estimated that the praine 
provinces will have 26,102,000 acres 
under wheat this year, a decline of 
about 388,000 acres from last year. 
Acreage under oats is likely to 
increase by 536,000, under barley 
by 894,000 and under flax by 178,- 
500. Rye acreage will be down by 


1,300. Acreage under summerfallow 
in the prairie provinces is estimat- 
ed at 20,105,000 this year as against 
20,958,000 for last year. 

The spring is late in western Can- 
ada and there may be some varia- 
tion from the government figures 
of “intentions to plant.” Barley and 
oat seedings may increase and 
wheat seedings decline. It it futile 
to predict this far ahead what will 
happen to the 1950 crop; Spring 
wheat outturn in this part of Can. 
ada depends mainly on rainfall dur- 
ing the months of June and July. 

There are indications that the 
Canadian wheat carryover at July 
31 will not be large but some con- 
cern is being manifested over the 
e~tlook for the 1950-51 crop year 
It is reported that Rt. Hon. C. D. 
Howe, minister of trade and com- 
merce. will head a small delegation 
to Great Britain for the purpose of 
obtaining a firm agreement for the 
sale of 120 million bushels of wheat 
evuring the 1950-51 crop year to 
that country. The British govern. 
ment it is understood, will not pay 
$2.00 a bushel for Canadian ‘vheat 
after the four-year agreement end3 
on July 31, 1950, but will accept 
the range of prices under the inter. 
national wheat agreement, namely 
from $1.54 to $1.98, Canadian 
funds. ‘ 


Farmers To Get 
Questionnaires 


What's on cur farms? That’s 
what the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics would like to know, It’s 
something that you are interested 
in, too. Towards the end of May 
questionnaires will be distributed 
and farmers across Canada will be 
responding as usual with their 
rapid completion and return of the 
forms, 


Answers to the questions asked 
will provide the basis for estimates 
of field crop acreages and the 
numbers of livestock and poultry 
at present in Canada. Summarized 
by the bureau, this information is 


used by governments, farm organ- 
izations and industry to plan for 
the future. The World Food and 
Agricultude Organization also de- 
pends on these figures for up-to- 
date knowledge of Canada’s agri- 
Si be industry.

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Conservation Urged 


vi§ Throughout Prairies 


“Canada needs a conservation act (similar to the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Act) which would be carried out with the 
cooperation of the Federal and all Provincial governments,” 
declared Dr. O. M. McConkey, professor of field husbandry at 
the Ontario Agricultural College, in the course of an address 
before the Calgary Canadan Club last week 


Dr. McConkey, who has studied 
the problems of conservation in 
many parts of the world, and for 
some years served with a United 
Nations advisory group, discussed 
the lessons which Canada can 
learn from the disastrous effects 
of erosion upon the agriculture 
of China. 

What Is Needed 


Such a Conservation Act as he 
suggested, added Dr. McConkey, 
“will provide an over-all national 
plan for the conservation of our 
natural resources of soil, forests, 
water, and land utilization, as 
well as a separate plan of con- 
servation for each Province. 

“Conservation should be taught 
in all our schools, colleges and 
universities. 

“We need action NOW, before 
it is too late in our new country.” 

The sneaker paid tribute to 
PFRA and to the Eastern Rock- 
ies Forest Conservation Board for 
the excellent work they are now 
doing in the field of conservation 
and utilization of water resources; 


and praised the efforts of such 
“down-to-earth” organizations as 
the Food and Agriculture Organ- 
ization of UN to bring about ef- 
fective action in the international 
field to deal with problems of 
world food resources and nutri- 
tion. 


Of the German forestry pro- 
gram, the best in. the world, and 
those of Sweden and Britain, 
Dr. McConkey spoke highly, point- 
ing out that in Canada, as yet, 
we are still in the “exploiting” 
stage in respect to our own for- 
ests. 

Dr. McConkey said he had ob- 
served that the people of the new 
state of Israel were doing a fine 
job in reclaiming land which had 
been allowed to become desert. 

Of the dramatic happenings in 
the civil war in China ,the speak- 
er said that the armies of the de- 
feated Nationalists had failed be- 
cause they did not know what they 
were fighting for—Western 
Farm Leader.

Relatives Seek News 
Of Winnipeg Flood Victims 


WINNIPEG.—Another type of flood flows steadily into 
Red Cross headquarters in the embattled city of Winnipeg— 
a flood of inquiries from all parts of the country as anxious 
citizens seek news of their relatives and friends. 


More than ten thousand such 
calls have been handled up to May 
15th by Red Cross volunteers work- 
ing with a battery of more than 
fifty extra telephones set up for 
this purpose. Four thousand Rea 
Cross workers in the city help dis- 
tribute the food, clothing and equip- 
ment pouring in from coast to 
coast. They help provide food, shel- 
ter, clothing and other assistance 
for the fifty thousand dike workers, 
distribute to them thousands of 
cigarettes.flown in, staff he can- 
eens and row out food and hot 
drinks’ to the workers on the dikes. 

In the Red Cross giant relief 
headquarters, established in the 
Civic Auditorium, they register the 
evacuees; the weary mothers and 
children; the homeless; the sick 
and those too old to work on the 
dikes, They find a bed on the 
crowded floors for them, cook hot 
meals, comfort the lost and bewil- 
dered and distribute clothing. 

Red Cross directs the evacuation 
of aptients from hospitals, of the 
sick and injured from private 
homes, of pregnant women, and it 
arranges for transportation ‘o se. 
lected areas outside the flood for 
those unable to pay for their own, 

The carloads of hip waders, work 
gloves, heavy socks and other 
clothing and equipment that 
stream into the city from every 
direction as Red Cross branches 
across the country respond to the 
appeal, melt like snow in the sun, 
as they are dispatched to the front 
line battle of the dikes. 

Red Cross officials, not only from
